Iowats Not-For-Profif Colleges and Universities

Independent not-for-profit higher education is an important element in the economic and
social well-being of the state of lowa. The impact of the not-for-profit colleges and
universities to the residents of lowa is broad-based, serving many populations. Ttre
contributions of these institutions are diverse, providing an array of benefits that affect many
aspects of the state's economy. These contributions ¿rre substantial, with direct and indirect
effects that yield a solid return on investment.

Our 30lowa not-for-profit colleges employed 10,170 people and generated $1.8 bitlion in
economic activity in FY 2007.

State frrndÍng and Enrollment of fowa lligher Education
This past year 54,288 students enrolled in Iowaprivate not-for-profit colleges and
universities or 25Yo of the total lowa higher education enrollment. Iowa's private
colleges award 44Yo of. all baccalaureate degrees granted in the state, yet receive only 50á
of the state dollars appropriated for higher education. Iowa's private colleges award 32Yo of.
graduate degrees (masters and doctoral degrees) and 64%o of.professional degrees in the
state.
